The Corporation Commission’s Lawful Fence process requires that the following steps be completed:

7) Once notified, the railroad must construct the Lawful Fence within sixty (60) days or may be subject to a

The landowner must provide written notification to the railroad, that a Lawful Fence be constructed along the
portion of the railroad right-of-way that abuts the landowner’s property. The request letter must be sent by

certified mail.

The landowner must keep a copy of the request letter and the certified mail receipt as evidence that the letter

was delivered to the railroad.

The railroad must be allowed a minimum of forty-five (45) days to respond to the fence request.

If railroad does not respond to the fence request within the forty-five (45) day period, a Lawful Fence Application

may be submitted to the Oklahoma Corporation Commission.

APPLICATION FEE: A $500.00 fee is required when submitting a Lawful Fence Application. If the Transportation
Division determines that the railroad must construct the Lawful Fence, the railroad must reimburse the landowner

the cost of this fee within sixty (60) days from the date of notice.

When applying to the Commission for a Lawful Fence, the application form must include the following:

Copies of the Lawful Fence notification letter and the USPS certified mail receipt must be included
with the completed application form.
